You are hereby notified to meet at Grange Hall, 
in said town, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

First. To choose by ballot and major vote a 
Town Clerk. 

Second To choose by ballot and major vote three 
selectmen, town treasurer, highway agent, one library 
trustee for three years, and one cemetery trustee for 
three years. 

Third. To choose by ballot one trust fund trus- 
tee for three years. 

Fourth. To choose all other necessary town 
officers for the ensuing year. 

Fifth. To see if the town will vote to incur debt 
for temporary loans | in anticipation of taxes for the 
year 1921. 

Sixth To raise money to defray town preres for 
the ensuing year. 

Seventh. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise in addition to the amount réquired 
by law for the repair of highways and appropriate the 
same. 

Eighth. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
the trunk line road.

Ninth. To see if the town will vote to raise, ap- 
propriate and set apart an additional sum equal to 
fifty per cent of the amount required by Section 4, 
Chapter 35,.Laws of 1905, relating to state highways. 

Tenth. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
State Aid Road. 

Eleventh. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and eppig ate for the repair of 
bridges in town. 

Twelfth. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money sufficient for the 
proper observance of Memorial Day and choose a com- 
mittee to expend the same 

Thirteenth. To see what sum of money the town 
will raise in addition to the amount required by law 
for libraries. 

Fourteenth. To act and vote on four amend- 
ments of the State Constitution. 

Fifteenth. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before the meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
. SCHOOLS. , 
‘To the School Board of Auburn, N. H.: 

{ have the honor herewith to submit my second an- 
nual report and the second in the series of reports of 
the superintendents of the district. | 

In my last report some of the chief features of the 
Act of 1919 as well as some of the regulations that 
had been adopted by the State Board of Education 
were outlined. In this report it. may be well to in- 
clude a more complete outline of some other regula- 
tions, a statement of the progress we have made ib 
meeting them and give some recommendations for 
your consideration. 

The administration of the public schools during 
the past two years has been exceedingly difficult. 
School boards and superintendents have found it al- 
most impossible to secure and retain competent teach- 
ers, to meet the educational demands in the face of 
the constantly mounting cost of paper, books, fuel, 
necessary apparatus and scholars’ supplies, and to get 
such repairs made as were essential to comfort and 
safety’ when labor has been so scarce and its wages 
so high. Auburn will want to hold as teachers of her 
schools those who are competent, enthusiastic and 
successful. To do his salaries must be based on 
merit; teachers of undoubted, proven ability, of suffi- 
cient preparation and of successful experience should 
receive increased salaries, far better public and offi- 
cial recognition than they do at present; those of 
poor preparation, mediocre qualification and small 
or no experience have no such claim upon us. Some 
definite endeavor on the part of parents and citizens 
to secure for the teacher the comforts of a good home 
environment and the pleasure of occasional healthy, 
normal social recognition must be made if the teach- 
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‘ers are to be contented and satisfied to remain for 
some length of time in one position, and in this way 
0 render the service the boys and girls deserve at their 
hands. 

It has been found more satisfactory as well as eco- 
nomical to run four schools instead of seven. This 
has involved an increase of transportation. Until the 
conclusion of the spring term the pupils of Number 
One were carried to the Number Four building. 
Since September this procedure has been reversed, 
and the pupils of Number Four are carried to the 
Number One building The transportation afforded 
- pupils who lived on or near the state road to Number 
Three was discontinued at the opening of the fall 
term, as it was found that the distance to Number 
Seven were not excessive and the road a good one for 
walking, Some saving.of expense was made by this 
move. For the, year ending August 31, 1920, in spite 
of the difficulties in getting teachers for Number One, 
only five pupils were denied the required thirty-six 
weeks. Application-was made to the State Board and 
release from the obligation to finish the thirty-six 
weeks was granted. 

The superintendent, with approval of the school 
board has been able to gradually meet the third re- 
quirement of the “standard school’; “Equipped with 
approved furniture, books, maps and other necessary 
‘appliances.” A considerable supply of the best read- 
ers on the market and new histories and geographies, 
a partially complete desk equipment for each teacher, 
outline maps and desk maps have been purchased. 
After the more necessary requirements of the ‘“Ele- 
- mentary Program” have been more nearly met, it will 
be our task to obtain the furniture needed to make 
our rooms satisfactory. For reading and general in- 
formation such magazines as the National Geographic, 
St. Nicholas, Popular Mechanics, Current Events, The 


\ 
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Youths Companion should find a worthy place in the 
school rooms. Book shelves, simple reading tables 
and bulletin boards can be secured at small cost by 
the superintendent. . 

Requirements (4) “taught by an approved teacher,” 
(5) “directed and supervised by an approved super- 
intendent” have been met as far as present circum-_ 
stances will allow. Requirements (2) “in a suitable 
and sanitary building’’ and (6) ‘with a suitable pro- 
vision for the care of the health and physical wel- 
fare of all pupils’” seem not to have been met so satis~ 
factorily. These are conditions which demand our 
best thought and most efficient action. 

By the Laws of 1919 we are directed to have our 
school buildings made “suitable and sanitary.” As the- 
cost of material has been very high and the difficulty 
of securing competent carpenters and builders has 
been very great, the State Board did not require that 
all school structures be put into condition in a single 
year. The Board, however, demanded that the build-. 
ings be made “safe and decent’ as the first step 
toward meeting the law. Regulations were adopted 
setting minimum standards of safety and decency. 
These regulations were posted in town about one year 
ago and doubtless many are familiar with them. In 
my last year’s report the local situation was dis- 
cussed; later, Mr. James N. Pringle, the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Education came to Auburn, visited aj}: 
your schools and conferred with ‘the citizens. It is 
apparently agreed by almost all that the present ar- 
rangements for housing our pupils are neither econom- 
ical nor educationally correct. To make all your 
buildings “standard’’ would require considerable out- 
lay; to bring them to the point where they would 
meet these “minimum requirements” would not be a 


-. difficult or expensive task, but in view of future needs 


s0me more satisfactory action is imperative. 
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An endeavor was made last year to get some pro- 
zressive plan adopted which would extend over a 
period of several years and include a beginning imme 
diately by the construction of one building. In the 
year that has passed the superintendent has become 
more and more convinced that early action should 
be taken in Number Seven district. . Manchester 
-schools in their overcrowded condition do not provide 
satisfactorily for our pupils. With the pupils now in 
‘the city schools and those already attending our own, 
we have a large enough group fortwo rooms. A good 
school building, well located, with modern equipment 
and clean, sanitary, wholesome rooms would add to 
‘the valuation of adjacent property and would bring 
new citizens to this locality. It would at least double 
the educational advantages. The school district ought 
to make some kind of beginning this year. The su- 
perintendent feels that action should be directed 
toward, making satisfactory the situation in district 
Number Seven; he believes that the construction of 
4° modern two-room structure in a better and more 
central location is the best move we can make at the 
present time. More labor is now available; building 
costs are lower. The other buildings which are in 
use should be repaired and altered enough to meet 
“minimum requirements.” The front lighting at Num- 
ber Three, the outhouse conditions at Number Two 
and Number One are the most flagrant violations 
‘of the present law. Fly proof vaults, ventilators where- 
ever needed should be constructed; all defacements 
and markings should be obliterated; dingy walls and 
ceilings ought not to be tolerated. There is need of 
more blackboard surface and wall maps. When the 
‘appropriation for new equipment and for repairs - 
‘comes up for consideration, the citizens should bear 
in mind that. these are real necessities for the boys 
“and the girls.

In the past the chief aim of the schools in the minds 
of the citizens has been to impart information or 
rather booklore and to establish in the conduct of pu-. 
pils habits of obedience. The health and the physical 
welfare of children received little attention. No gen- 
eral law compelled school boards to consider health 
matters. For a long period the only laws relating to 
health instruction were the one which required the 
teaching of the harm done by aicoholic stimulants 
and narcotics upon the human system and the one 
which would stop the spread of smallpox by requiring 
vaccination, 

In 1913 the law making the adoption of medical in-. 
spection by the several districts optional was placed 
upon the statute books. Medical inspection was 
adopted in a large number ‘of towns. The results 
varied widely. 

The Act of 1919 for the Fa time made the promo- 
tion of the health of school children one of the most 
important duties of school administration. “Standard 
schools” now must make “suitable provision for the 
care of the health and the physical welfare of all pu- 
pils.” ’ School money may be used ‘for the promo- 
tion of the physical health and the recreation of pupils 
and for their medical and dental examination, for the 
determination of mental and physical defects, for the 
employment of school nurses and the instruction of 
pupils in the principles of health and sanitation.” 

The regulations of the State Board of Education re- 
quire that the school district which has not adopted , 
medical inspection must still have the children’s 
health inspected by physician or nurse. This inspec- 
tion is paid for out of money raised in the district and 
for the protection of all citizens. To secure the best 
results, the doctor’s inspection should be supplemented 
by the “follow-up’” work of an experienced, sympa- 
thetic nurse, who can co-operate with teachers and 
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parents in finding ways and means for securing reme-~ 
dial treatment wherever necessary. The work of the 
school nurse is highly important, and provision for 
her support should be made out of the money appro- 
priated for the support of schools, 

In Auburn we have now had two inspections by 
Dr. J. C. Tappan of Chester and the help of a school 
nurse through parts of last year. Results of the 
nurse’s work were seriously abridged by her illness. 
It is hoped that the citizens of Auburn will see that 
this most important service to the communiy is re- 
sumed. 

By physical drills and supervised plays and games 
it is hoped that some of the smaller defects may be 
remedied. All schools are doing something of this 
work. The superintendent has introduced the Modern 
Health Crusade into the local schools. Health .chiv- 
alry now has more than six million adherents in the 
public schools. By the dramatization of the pursuit 
of health greater vitality has been added to the 
courses in hygiene, physiology, physical training and 
sanitation. Habits are formed in the doing what has 
heretofore only been read or studied. It surely cannot 
but result in the physical and the moral improvement 
of children and the prevention of disease. As this 
work is done largely within the home, the Crusade 
brings the home into close relation with the school, 
and sometimes—shall I write it?—teaches the parents. 
A much needed drill in truthfulness and regularity in 
duty is given by the method of recording the per- 
formance of chores. Will not the parents help the 
superintendent, the teachers and particularly the chil- 
dren win a banner for Auburn, which is given for the 
best school district in health control. Number Three 
won a place on the state roll of honor with 25 knights. 
and 25 knights banneret and Mrs. Colman’s name was 
included among the names of those teachers who have 


done effective work in this line. The School Garden 
Army had a very good representation in two of the 
schools. This work should be made more effective 
this year. The teaching of thrift likewise ought to 
be extended by the promotion of the Happy Jack clubs. 

Last year a very thorough testing out of the reading 

was completed by the superintendent. personally. 
The results revealed the need of more attention to 
reading for the “content,” and to oral and written 
expression. The test used was the Adams’ test, which 
has been employed in many of the towns and cities 
of New England. This year we shall test the spelling, 
the handwriting, the arithmetic, the grammar and the 
language by the use of tests which are accepted by 
educators as authoritative. The superintendent hopes 
to be able to put the results of these tests into printed 
form and to send them to the parents and others 
through the medium of circular letters. 
. The time and effort required to do this work is 
considerable but when we have obtained the results 
we shall have some “‘facts”’ not opinions, on which to 
base our future procedure, 

Appended to this report are statistical tables, the 
roll of honor, the report of the medical inspector and 
an outline of the program of studies followed in the - 
_ schools with the standards required by the law. We 

now fulfill about two-thirds of the requirements. As 
yet no sewing or cooking are provided for and manu- 
al training for the boys must await the means neces- 
sary to purchase equipment. Your careful inspéc- 
tion of these tables is earnestly requested. 

“The chief business of a republic is education.” The 
chief business of every community is to give to the 
boys and the girls of the rising generation the best 
training possible for the mighty responsibilities they 
must shoulder in the future. The greatest investment 
and the most valuable one any community can make 
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is in its children. If our hearts are where are treas- 
ures are, then nothing less than*the ablest and best 
thought, the wisest action within the community will 
be directed toward making our schools constantly 
more efficient. No stone should be left unturned un- 
til the “Three H’s”. (the hand, the head, the heart) 
as well as the ‘Three R’s’” are so well taught, until 
the love of country, intelligent patriotism expressed 
in deed as well as by voice, the capacity to bear re- 
sponsibility without flinching are ingrained within the. 
very fibre of our boys and girls that there can be no 
doubt, no uncertaintty whatsoever. Those who feel 
that we must return to the methods and the procedure 
of by gone days forget that constant change occurs 
in education as in every other human activity. We 
cannot get back the past. We must turn our faces 
toward the future and bend every effort to make the 
days that are to come glorious by contrast with the 
ignorance and the petty sordid ideas of the past. The 
methods: of yesterday are obsolete; the methods of 
today are with us but they are changing in form and 
direction; the methods of tomorrow are pressing upon 
‘our attention for recognition. We cannot stand still 
without retrogression. Paralysis from  selfeomplac- 
ency is a sign of decadence. When we hear insistent 
demands for increased school efficiency, we cannot 
afford to lend a deaf ear. Let facts not opinions have 
weight in deciding what we shall do with our schools. 
No business man really believes that an efficient sys- 
tem of education can be purchased at yaaa coun- 
ter prices. 

“Tis true that this is a time for retrenchment. 
Rightly, present methods of taxation and the rea- 
sons for all expenditures are undergoing rigid inves- 
tigation. No outlay of money is justifiable unless a 
dollar in value is received for each dollar invested. No 
investment will pay higher dividens than an efficient, 
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progressive, growing school system, no investment 
‘will prove more disappointing than the waste of time 
and money caused by a lax, irresponsible school sys~ 

.tem. - 
: Let the schools be institutions for the inculca- 
tion of civic ideals, for the erection of a stalwart, 
efficient, patriotic citizenship. Let the schools be 
happy, cheerful centers where the thirst for knowledge 
may be stimulated and fostered and. strong, moral, 
courageous lives may be formed, molded and develop: 
ed for the better democracy of the future. Let em- 
phasis be placed upon the training in fundamental vir- 
tues as a basis for teaching people to live together 
harmoniously and to gain ‘the eapacity to “live out” 
the Golden Rule. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere ap- 
preciation of the co-operation of the School Board, of 
the efforts of the teachers to carry out the details of 
work outlined and of their hearty response to the ex- 
acting demands made upon them, also to make due 
recognition of the goed will and support of citizens 
and parents.

“REGULATIONS OF THE STATE BOARD RELATING 


TO SCHOOL STUDIES. 

“The 1916 revision of the Program of Studies for 
the Elementary Schools of New Hampshire and the 
1919 revision of the Program of Studies for the Sec-. 
ondary Schools of New Hampshire, as prepared and 
published by the Department of Public Instruction 
under resolutions of the General Court, are accepted 
and approved for the use of public schools. A stand- 
ard school shall be equipped with books, school sup- 
plies and apparatus sufficient for the proper perform- 
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ance of the work ouvlined in these programs.” (Ad- 

opted Jun 20, 1919. 

REQUIRED SUBJECTS AND MINIMUM STAND- 

ARDS FOR ELEMENTARY GRADES. 

“For the present, regulations are set for grades _ 
one to three. Regulations for the other grades will 
be established later. The subjects of the elementary 
school are grouped under the title, “A. B. and C. Sub- 
jects,” “‘A Subjects” are those which require each day 
systematic instruction and drill. Minimum standards 
of accomplishments are established “B Subjects” are 
for daily or occasional school attention as needed. 
All are to be part of the school organization and with 
definite instruction. None may be neglected and the 
time-table must make provision. No fixed standards 
of accomplishment are set. “C Subjects’” are those 
which provide pupils with reading for information. 
‘Both silent and class reading are required. Each 
4iay not less than one-fifth of the time of teacher and 
- class should be devoted to “B and C Subjects”. Any 
school board at its option may add to the subjects 
given provided that in each grade the minimum stand- 
ards set by the State Board of Education are reached 
‘It is to be noted that these are minimum standards. 
They must be reached by all schools but good schools 
will do more than is here outlined. |
